S.O. 2307. — Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the export trade of India 
that in exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), Bright Steel Bars should be sub- 
ject to quality control and inspection prior to export; 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals speclfled 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, In persuance of the said sub-rule, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals for the information of the public likely to be 
alTected thereby. 

2. Notice Is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections 
or suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same, within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification In the Official Gazette, to 
the Ejeport Inspection Council, 'World Trade Centre’, 14/1-B, Ezra Street, 7th 
floor, Calcutta-1, 

Proposals 

(1) To notify that Bright Steel Bars shall be subject to quality control pnd 

Inspection prior to export; 

(2) To specify the type of Inspection in accordance with the draft Export 

of Bright Steel Bars (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1971, set 
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out in Annexure I to this notification as the type of inspection which 
shall be applied to such bright steel bars prior to export; 

(3) To recognise the speciflcatlon as declared by the exporter to be the 

agreed speclfleation of the export contract for Bright Steel Bars 
subject to a minimum of the specification set out in Annexure II to 
this notification, as the standard specification for bright steel bars; 

(4) To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade, of Bright 

Steel Bars unless the same are accompanied by a certiflcate issued 
by any of the Export Inspection Agencies recognised for the purpose 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963), to the effect that such Bright Steel Bars conform 
to the standard specifications as recognised under sub-paragraph (2) 
and are export-worthy. 

3, In this notification, ‘Bright Steel Bars’ means steel bars used In the manu- 
facture of threaded and or machined componenls for general engineering purposes 
and having a bright finish. 

4. Nothing In this notification shall apply to the export of Bright Steel Bars, 
the f.o.b, value of which does not exceed Rs. 125 (Rupees one hundred twenty-five) 
to prospective buyers. 


Annexure I

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the Export (Quality Con- 
trol and Inspection) Act, 1963. 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Export 
of Bright Steel Bars (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 

of 1963). 

(b) ‘Council’ means the Export Inspection Council established under sectlo. 

3 of the Act. 

(c) ’Agency’ means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies recognise 

by the Central Government under section 7 of the Act. 

(d) ‘Bright Steel Bars’ means bright steel bars used In the manufacture of 

threaded and/or machined components for general engineering pur- 
poses and having a bright finish. 

3. Basis of Inspection. — Inspection of Bright Steel Bars for export shall be 
carried out when the consignment is ready with a view to seeing that the same 
conforms to the specification recognised by the Central Government under section 
6 of the Act, 

4. Procedure of inspection. — (1) Any exporter Intending to export Bright Steel 
Bars shall give intimation In writing of hfs Intention so to do and submit along 
with such intimation a declaration j>f the specifications stipulated In the export 
contract giving details of all the technical characteristics to any of the Export 
Inspection Agencies to enable It to carry out inspection In accordance with rule 3. 
They shall at the same time endorse a copy of such intimation for Inspection to 
the office of the Export Inspection Council either at 14/ IB, Ezra Street (7th floor), 
Calcutta-1, or at ‘Mani Mahal’ (2nd floor). 11/21, Mathew Road, Bombay-4 or at 
6B/9, Northern Extension Area, Rajinder Nagar, New Delhi-80, 

(2) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1) shall reach the office 
of the Agency and the Council not less than two weeks before the scheduled date 
of shipment. 

(3) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the Agency 
shall carry out the Inspection of Bright Steel Bars in accordance with rule 3 
and the instructions. If any, Issued by the Council In this regard, 

(4) When the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of Bright Steel Bars 
complies with the requirements of rule 3, it shall immediately seal each consign- 
ment with its seal and issue within 48 hours of completion of inspection, a certi- 
ficate to the exporter declaring that the consignment Is export-worthy. ’ 
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5 Place of. Insipectlon. — Inspection of Bright Steel Bars for the purposes of 
these rules shall be carried out — 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 

(b) at the premises at which the Bright Steel Bars are offered by the 

exporter, 

provided adequate facilities for the pu.pose exist therein. 

6 . Inspection foe. — A fee at the rate of 50 paise per Rs. 100 of the f.o.b. value 
subject to a minimum of Rs, 50 shall be paid by the exporter to the Agency as 
Inspection fee under these rules. 

7, Appeal. — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to Issue a 
certificate under suls-rule (4) of rule 4 may, within ten days of the receipt of the 
communication of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central 
Government. 

(2) The quorum of the panel shall be three. 

(3) The decision of the said panel on such appeal shall be final,
